and in 1524 became the Reſidence of Henry VIII. who, with all royal Magnificence and Splendor, here celebrated the Feaſt 
of St; George.

no MANOUR-HOUSE is fituated upon an | agreeable Riſe, i in the Center of an extenſive Park, weſtward of Norſſep in 
Nottinghamſhire, a Market Town, at the Head of the: River Ryton, famous for its Abbey, which was founded by William de Lovetoft, 
in the Year 1103. The Structure is of Stone, and though upwards of 309 Feet 1 in extent, is but an inconſiderable Part of a moſt 
magnificent Palace, which the late Duke of Norfolk had directed to be built on this Spot, and of which his Grace (attended by the 
Ducheſs, the Hon. Mr. Edward Heward, Heir apparent, with ſeveral of the neighbouring Gentry) laid the Foundation-ſtone on the 
23th of ¶ March, 1763 ; and continued to carry on the Work with ſuch Spirit, that the whole of the preſent Range of Building was 
completely finiſhed i in 176 6 but the Death of Mr. Howard, which unfortunately happened the following Year, put a Period to the 
completion of this Deſign, which i is the more particularly to be regretted, as this Palace, if it had been finiſhed agreeable to the Inten- 
tion of the noble Founder, would doubtleſs have been unequalled by any in the Kingdom. * 

This Edifice is erected upon, the ſam& Spot the ancient Manſion ſtood, which was built by the Counteſs of Shrewſbury, i in the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and was for ſoine Time the Reſidence of the noble Family of Talbot : it had received ſeveral Alterations and 
Improvements from the different Poſſeſſors till the Year 1) 59, when the Duke of Nor fotk came to a Reſolution of new modelling and 
fitting up the various Apartments, and for this Purpoſe had, in the Courſe of two Years, expended upwards of 22, O00“. the Al- 
terations were nearly completed, when, unhappily, on the 22d of Oftber, 1761, the whole Building was burnt to the Ground, to- 
gether with a large and valuable Library, a curious Collection of Pictures by the moſt celebrated Maſters, a vaſt Quantity of ſuperb 
Furniture, &c.

Country. The Park and Grounds had been much improved with various and extenſive Plantations, by the late Lord, and a conſiderable 
Progreſs made in refitting and modernizing the ancient Seat (which was built by Sir William Petre, in the Year 1591, and was ſituated 
about two Miles South of. the preſent Edifice) but his Lordſhip's Death prevented the further Proſecution of this Plan.

Palace for his Majeſty, who objected to it on account of i ts Magnificence, and replied when it was preſented to him, © that it would 


fuit a Lord Treaſurer very well, but was too much for a King.” It remained therefore, in the Poſſeſſion of the Earls of Suffolk 
during that, and the ſucceeding Reign, but was afterwards purchaſed by King Charles IT. It was then the largeſt Royal Palace in the 
Kingdom. The Expence of building it is ſaid to have amounted to ninety thouſand Pounds. It conſiſted of two Courts, one of 


. which, and part of the other, including a Gallery two hundred and twenty fix Feet long, thirty two wide, and twenty four high, were

It has indeed, been 
faid, that the Edifice is too ſmall (being only ſeventy Feet ſquare, excluſive of the Portico) for ſo capital and ſuperb a Deſign ; but not- 
withſtanding its, Inferiority i in this Reſpect, from the agreeable Proportions and Richneſs of the Decorations, it has a moſt magnificent 
and auguſt Appearance, and is a ſtriking Inſtance of the great Abilities and refined Taſte of that illuſtrious Architect. 


The Gardens are ornamented with a Variety of Temples, Obeliſks, Statues, &c. and are laid out in a moſt incomparable Style. On

It ſtands five Miles from 
Fakenham, in a fine Park, and is ſurrounded by magnificent and extenſive Plantations, which form a Circumſerence of about eight 
Miles. The whole Building is of Stone, and though not ſtrictly conformable to the preſent [Taſte in ſome Particulars, is, never- 
theleſs, a ſuperb and elegant Structure. It extends, including the Wings, which contain the Offices, 500 Feet. The Center is 
165 Feet by 100, and conſiſts of a ruſtic, principal, and attic Story, terminated at the four Angles by Cupolas ; the Weſt Front is

ALNWICK CASTLE is fituated on the South Side of the. River Aln, on an Eleyation that gives great Dignity 


to its Appearance, and in ancient Times rendered it a moſt impregnable Fortreſs. From ſome Roman Mouldings fpund 


under the preſent Walks, it is ſuppoſed to have been founded in the Time of the Romans, although no Part of the original 


Structure is now remaining. — In the Reign of William Rufus it underwent a remarkable Siege from Malcolm III. King 
of Scatland, who loſt his Life before it, as did alſo Prince Edward his eldeſt Son ; and in the following Century William III. 
likewiſe King of Scotland, commonly called the Lion, was taken Priſoner beſieging this Caſtle. Before the Norman Conqueſt, 
it was in the Poſſeſſion of Gilbert Tyſen, a great Baron, who was flain with Harold, His Son Milliam had an only Daugh- 


ter, whom the Conqueror gave in Marriage to one of his Norman Chieftains, named Ivo de Veſcy. From that Period Alnwick 


Caſtle continued in the Poſſeſſion of the Lords De Veſcy, till the Time of Edward I. when it was granted to Anthony © Bee, 
Biſhop of Durham, who in the Year 1 399 ſold it to the Lord Henry de Percy, one of the greateſt Barons of the North, who 
immediately began to repair it, and afterwards, by his Succeffors, both the Citadel and Out-works were completed, |

It is a ſpacious, ſtately Manſion, finely ſituated for the Command of ſeveral beautiful Proſpects, particularly of a Valley 
below. it, which is watered by the River Stour. It was built in the Beginning of the laſt Century by Sir Dudley Digges, 
on the Site of the ancient Caſtle, which is ſuppoſed to have been erected by Fulbert de Dover ; "of which the Keep (formerly of 
great Strength) Rill remains; and being covered with remarkably fine Ivy, makes a moſt venerable and romantic Appearance. 

From the Veſſels taken up here, on digging the Foundations of the preſent Manſion, there j is no Doubt of Chitham having 
been a Roman Station; and Ceſar is faid to have encamped here, on his ſecond Expedition into Britain. | In the Time of 
the Saxon Heptarchy, it was the Reſidence of the Kings of Kent ; but was afterwards ſacked. md demoliſhed by the Danes. 
Sired, a Saxon, who had great Poſſeſſions i in Kent, held Chilham of Edward the Conf Vor; he was in the Battle of Haſtings, 
on the Side of Harold, and was therefore diſpoſſeſſed by Wi lliam the Conqueror, who grapted it to Fulbert de Dover. Anciently, 
as was cuſtomary i in various other Honours and Baronies, this was ſometimes called by the Name of the Owner ; ; from whence it 
came to be ſtiled The Barony of Fobert. In the fifteenth Year of King John, (being in the Crown) that King granted the 
Cuſtody. of the Caſtle of Obilbam, with the Honour and its Appurtenances, to Thomas Pruerel. Nineteen Manors in Kent 
were held of it by Knights Service; and great privileges and Immunities, with ſeveral extenſive Denberries in the Weald 
of Kent, were annexed to it.

ancient Epitaph on Frrtin 6 a Legh, the Anceſtor of this Family, who received the Lordſhip of Lyme from King Edward III., 
as a Reward for taking the Count. of Tankerville Priſoner, and other military Services i in France, particularly at the Battle 


of Creſſy. There is alſo an Epitaph on, Sir Piers Legh, his Son, who was killed at the memorable Battle of Agincourt. 
Theſe Inſcriptions | were found on a Stone i in the Chagel i in the Year by Sir Peter _ and, * his Direction, were 


at that Time + on a Braſs Plate.

BROUGHTON TOWER is ſituated in that Part of Lancaſbire called Furneſs, upon an Eminence commanding an 
extenſive Proſpect down the River Duddon, (which divides the Counties of Lancaſter and Cumberland,) and alſo a diſtant 
View of the Iriſb Sea. Blackcomb, a bigh Mountain in Cumberland, intercepts the Proſpect of the Ille of. Man, which may 


be diſtinctly ſeen from the riſing Grounds above the Houſe when the Atmoſphere is clear; ; alſo the Ie of Angleſey and 
the Welch Mountains, at the Diſtance of more than one hundred Miles. 


The Tower i is, in a great Meaſure, hid by the modern Houſe, which encloſes it on three Sides; but the North-caſ Front 
remains in its antient Form, conſiderably elevated above the new Building, from whence there is a moſt. romantic View 
of near and diſtant Mountains, terminated by Hard-knot Hill, in Cumberland. 


The Grounds adjoining are- laid out in a . ſuitable to the Situation of the Houſe; an the neighbouring Hills are 
planted with Scots Fir. 

This is a Place of great Antiquity, being the chief Seat of the Brougbtons in the Time of the Anglo-Saxons. Sir vie 
Broughton, in the Reign of Henry VII. was the laſt Poſſeſſor of that Name. He was killed at the Battle of Stokefield, in 
the Lear 1478; - upon which Henry VII. granted the Manor to the Earls of Dey, and 80 in the Reign of James I. to 
the Leighs, who ſold it to th Anceſtors of the preſent Poſſeſſor, 
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Wilton i Wikrbire, al. Seat of the Earl of Pembroke.

THIS celebrated Edifice is ſituated in a pleaſant Vale about three Miles fon Saliſbury. - It was bays | in the Reign of 
Henry VIII. on the Ruins of a ſequeſtered Abbey, and was afterwards enlarged at different Times by- its various Poſſeſſors, 
particularly about the Year 1640, when Philip Earl of Pembroke rebuilt a conſiderable Part, . from. the -Deſigns of Inigo 
Jones, The Gardens are on the South Side of the Houſe, and are watered by the River Wi Ih, over- which i is the admired 
Palladian Bridge, built by the late Earl, and eſteemed one of the moſt beautiful of the Kind in England. 1388 

As it is not poſſible to deſcribe the many valuable Antiquities, Paintings, &c. at this Place, within the Limits of this 
Work, a few of the moſt remarkable only will be pointed out. In the Court before the Houſe is a; Column of Egyptian 

Marble, the Shaft of which is near ſeventy Hundred Weight, and is of one Piece; it was brought from, Rime, and is now 
crowned with a Statue of Venus; there is alſo. on each Side, of the Entrance, a: Statue of. black Marble brought from 
Egypt. In the great Gateway is a Statue of Shakeſpeare, by Scheemater, with the, Lines from Macbeth, * Life's but a 
« walking Shadow,” '&c, The Porch, which was built by Hans Holbein, contains Buſts ow Hannibal,” Mi ltiades, &c. The 
Veſtibule is orname ed with a fine Statue of Apollo, ſome antique Buſts, and two Columns of Paionet, or Peacock 
Marble, each nine Feet ſeven Inches in Height. In the great Hall is- a Statue of Fau/tina, and at the Foot. of- the Stair- 
caſe is a Bacchus, as large as Life, executed in Peloponngſian Marble. Among the Pictures are, the admired Family. Piece, 
by Yandyke,” twenty Feet by twelve; the Aſſumption of the Virgin, by Raphael; John the Baptiſt, by Palma; Chriſt _ 

waſhing St. Peter's Feet, by T: intoret ; a capital Piece, by Rubens, of four Children; a Nativity, by the ſame Maſter; a 
Fruit Piece, by Michael Angelo; the Decollation of St. John, by Dobſon; with a curious Painting of Richard II. in his Youth, 
praying to the Virgin Mary, executed about the Year:1377, of which there is an Engraving by Hollar. 


It was at this Place that Sir Philip Sidney wrote his Arcadia; 3 from which" Romance ſeyeral Incidents are delineated on 
the Pannels of the Saloon.

5 YANS. 7 rox, according to the earlieſt Accounts now extant, was 1 in the poſſeſſion of Bryan de Inſula, one of 
the great feudal Barons in the Reign of King John. It afterwards paſſed into other Families, and was, in the Reign of 
Charles the Firſt, purchaſed by Sir William Portman, of Orchard Portman, Baronet, ' whoſe Deſcendant, in the Year 1695, 
deviſed it to Henry Seymour, Eſquire, fifth Son of Sir Edward Seymour, of Bury Pomeroy, in the County of Devon, Baronet, 
with Remainder, in Default of Iſſue, to William Berkeley, of Pylle, in the County of Somerſet, E ſquire, a Younger Branch of 
the Family of the Lord Berkeley of Stratton, and deſcended from the ancient Barons of Berkeley Caſtle. fr. - 

It is now in: the Poſſeſſion of his Grandſon, Henry-IVilliam-Berkelty Portman, Eſquire, . from whom. it. has received great 
Improvements, the Houſe being entirely new built of Freeſtone, from the Deſigns of James Malt, Eſquire, nearly on the 
Site "of the ancient Manſion; its Dimenſions are 112 Feet by 100, the Offices are contained in a ſeparate Building, on» the 
Wet 'Side of the Houſe, and are very ſpacious and convenient, communicating with: the Houſe by an encloſed Paſſage. 
The Hall, which is to the Eaſt, is 24 Feet by 30, and has a large Nich facing the Door of Entrance, eight Feet deep, 
which leads to an octangular Staircaſe, 30 Feet diameter, in the Center of the Houſe, with a Gallery round, level With 
the Bedchamber Story, and communicating to all the Apartments on that Floor. This Gallery i is formed by eight, Scagliola 
Columns and eight Pilaſters, and have, together with the other well-choſen Ornaments, a moſt beautiful Effect. Io the 
Right of the Hall, as you enter, is an Eating Room, 24 Feet by 36, and 18 high; and to the Left, a Drawing Room, 
of the ſame Dimenſions; beyond the Drawing Room, facing the South, is a Muſic Room, 25 Feet by 40; and at the 
End of that, facing the South likewiſe, is a Library, 24 Feet by 3o, and of the ſame Height as thoſe before mentioned. 
Theſe Apartments are finiſhed in a moſt elegant Style, and are juſtly admired for their agreeable e as well as 
for the Beauty and Grandeur of their Decorations. 

The Houſe ſands on an extenſive Lawn, ſkirted with a beautiful . a Mile hp a half in length, with the 
River Stour winding through the Center of the Lawn, which, with the View of the Bridge and Town of Blandford, and of 
the Downs of Dor ſetſbire, interſperſed with Woods, form a moſt delightful and pleaſing Proſpect,
